Tbcre woro flvo mon of us in ono of tbo 


old llariposa stoco coaobos before tho 
days of tho railroad, and it was flvo 
o'clock in tho afternoon of an August day. 
Waworo on our way to Stockton, and of 
tho passengers ono -was u Lieutenant In 
the regular army, another a tourist in 
search of health, a third a ranchman, nnd 
tho otLortTvo were prospectors and minors. 
None of us had mot each other previous to 
the start. Those wen) perilous times, and 
tho first half hour was spent in sizing oacb 
other up. 
I don't know to what conclu- 


sion the others came, but I lookod over 
tho four men and said to myself:

Tho 
llrst step is to fill its press with insoluble 
carbonate of copper, by means of two sep- 
arate solutions, in v.-hich it is boiled Buf- 
Ceiently. 
A polish is then imparted to its 


surface, asphr.lt in solution is then applied 
to its bad; and sides, and 'llnally a sensi- 
.Ized gelatine, fl'.m placed over tho polished 
face. Tho subject to bo etched is now pho- 
graphed on the surface, and by washing tho 
soluble and unrinted parts of tho gelotir.o 
removed. A coating of uaphalt Is next ap- 
plied to the raised parts, thu bloclc steeped 
in nitric acid of suitable strength (tho 
stronger the better), where it remains ono 
hour, when it is removed and subjected to 
tho action of sulphuric acid for tho samu 
time. Tho portions unprotected aro thus 
changed to nitro-celluloso, which, by brush- 
ing, is readily removed in tho form of a 
jjrcenish powder. To complete tho process 
tho block ia dried nnd briskly brushed with 
a stiff brush. Tho asphalt is lastly removed 
with benzine, and tho block is ready for tho 
pross.
